”Short Term Bank Loan

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Chinese 
Hospital is seriously considering 
borrowing up to $700,000 from 
the Bank of the Orient to speed up 
conversion of the top three loors 
of its outpatient facility into an 
acute care, 60-bed hospital. 

The hospital would put up some 
of its mon-hospital property as 
collateral and pay back the short 
term loan as pledges are re- 
dee med. The amount borrowed 
from the bank could be less than 
$700,000，depending on current 
fundraising and pledge redemp- 
tion. 、 

The “ hospital _ board's fund- 
raising committee will come Up 
with some options this month as to 
which of the eight ”hospital 
properties might be selected. For a 
$700,000 loan，the Bank of the 
Orient would need about $1 
million of unencumbered property 
as Security，according to Clarence 
Poon, president of the Bank of the 
Orient.

The hospital owns five pieces of

Banks dont normajlly jump at 
the chance to loan money to 
churches，hospitals and schools， 
since no bank wants to _ risk the 
bad publicity that would accom- 
pany foreclosing on these comm- 
unity _ institutions， Poon and 
Ernest Co- the chairman of the 
board of the Bank of the Orient， 
feel that they are providqing a 
laudable service to the Chinese 
community by making the loan. 

“Our bank feels we are part of 
the community,”says Poon.“Its a 
Tisky thing.

PROMOTION 


Besides passing the exam，Pais 
promotion -also depended upon 
her supervisors recommendation， 
Pai claims that in the past，her 
annual evaluations have always 
been satisfactory，However，this 


.time she received a low evalua- 


tion，which precluded her promo- 
tion，and she was transferred to 
the cataloguing department， 了 Pai 
asserts that her supervisor，Theo- 
dora Johnson，deliberately gave 
her a low evaluation so as to 
prevent her promotion， which Pai 
believes she deserves. .Pai said that 
Since she first becameaware of her 
Supervisor's attitude towards her，

Pai also states that Johnson 
continuously gave her a heavy 
workload，while coworkers were 
free to read newspapers and adult 
ficitons during working hours. She 
also feels that her mistakes were 
judged_ far more severely than 
comparable mistakes made by her 
cowoikers.
